RAZY they told. me I 

was when I said that 

I was going for a 

motoring. holiday in 
Ireland in November. Ib will 
be too dreadful for words, 
they all assured me.

The trial of Dr Ng Yuk-kin, 49, charged

reached its concluding stages atthe Criminal Sessions this 
morning when Counsel for the Prosecution and Defence de- 
livered their closing addresses to the Special Jury.
